slation that would ban the sale and use of DDT and other dangerous 
pesticides in California, and thus aligns the State with other politi. 
cal agencies around the world that have adopted or are consider, 
ing prohibitory laws against their further use. 


In the seven years since Rachel Carson wrote her fiercely 


assaulted "Silent Spring," evidence against the chemical killersof 
bacteria, insects, rodents and other pestiferous creatures has 
clearly indicated that pesticides can be and have been even more 
dangerous to man, himself, than her controversial book suggested. 


DDT, for example, has indisputably shown itself beneficial 


to agriculture, and other widely used chemicals have contributed 
to the health and comfort of mankind, but they are proving to be 
double-edged weapons that injure man directly or do so by des- 
troying his food supply and his fibers. 


SENATORS JOHN NEJEDLY and Lewis Sherman, who intro. 


duced the pesticide bill at Sacramento, cited "overwhelming evi« 
dence" of DDT's danger to fish, wildlife—and man. In particular, 
they spoke of a recent study showing that enough DDT has entered 
the ocean waters to threaten California's famous crab industry. 


Numerous deaths in Calif or nia have been attributed to the mis« 


use of pesticides, and thousands of cases of occupational dis- 
ease, due to agricultural chemicals. Where DDT and its kindred 
chemicals do not strike directly, they do so Insidiously through 
their concentration in plants, wildlife, the atmosphere and bodies 
of water, and thereby upset the ecology. A classic case concerns a 
Bolivian village where DDTwasusedinamalaria-control program 
to kill mosquitos; it also killed the village cats, permitting an in. 
vasion of mouseJike rodents that carried the black typhus virus, 
which infected the villagers and killed 300 before the natural 
chain was restored. 


SUBSTITUTE METHODS of biological control, involving mass 


sterilization of insect pests and the use of sex attractants com. 
bined with insect baits, are available or under development and 
can be highly effective especially when complemented by ju. 
dicious use of non-persistent chemicals. Their wide use seems 
assured in the numerous states that have recognized the danger 
of the persistent and cumulative chemicals and moved against 
their further use. 


California, a major user of such chemicals, faces a clear 


necessity to consider the results of significant, available re- 
search and what State controls should be imposed on their use.

moned a federal grand jury in 
Toledo even though Assistant 
Attorney General Fred Vinson, 
Jr., son of the late Chief 
Jus- 


tice Vinson, had investigated the 
charge of withheld evidence and 
dropped it. 


The Arnold and Porter law 


client involved was the Dono- 
van Steel and Wire Company 
of Toledo, charged with anti- 
trust violations and links with 


the Mafia. The company had 
been using fake invoices. 


When the Justice Department 


subpoenaed the company's "in- 
voices," it did not clarify whe- 
ther it wanted the fake or real 
invoices. Paul S. Berger, jun- 
ior partner in the Arnold and 
Porter firm, decided it was his 
business to protect his client, 
not define 
the government's 


case for it; so he advised the 
Donovan firm to answer the 
subpoena with the real invoices, 


not the fakes. 


Finally, in June 1958, the Jus- 


tice Department Issued a more 
specific subpoena and the Dono- 
van firm produced 1,000 fake 
invoices. Ii was convicted. All 
this took place long after Jus- 
tice Fortas left his law firm. 


The case is being hotly de- 


bated in legal circles, where 
it is the contention of most 
lawyers that it is in the job 
of the government to be spe- 
cific when it issues subpoenas,

and not the job of private law- 
yers either to read the govern- 
ment's mind or do legal work 
for it. 


Many also believe that to call 


a federal grand jury and reopen 
the Toledo case at this late 
date is persecution which can 
turn 
sentiment in Fortas's 


favor. 


JUDICIAL ETHICS 


Joseph Borkin, former Jus- 
tice Department antitrust at- 
torney and author of the book 
"The Corrupt Judge," states 
that the law regarding the coa- 
duct of federal judges Is am- 
biguous. There is no law pro- 
hibiting a judge from engaging 
in private practice or taking a 
fee, so long as he does not 
practice against the United 
States. 


The law is clear that he can- 


not take a bribe. Also, he can- 
not be removed except by im- 
peachment, 
which has to be 


initiated by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Otherwise the law 
is vague, says Borkin. 
As a result of Borkin's book 


on judicial malpractice, Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee 
introduced a bill setting up a 
code of ethical conduct for fed- 
eral judges. It was the kind of 
bill which Sen. Dirksen and 
Rep. Ford, the GOP leaders, 
recommended last week. How- 
ever, it died in committee. 
Recently Sen. Joe Tydings, the 
young 
Maryland 
Democrat, 


working with Borkin, introduced 
a 
new and forthright bill, 


stronger than the Kefauver bill, 
clarifying judicial conduct. If 
Republican leaders Dirksen and 
Ford get behind it, it has a good 
chance of passing.

THE ROTC GAME 


The very first thing the pre- 


sident of the typical university 
does, 
upon 
announcing that 


henceforward ROTC students 
will receive no academic cred- 
its, is to assure his audience 
that the decision of the faculty 
was reached without any thought 
to the political situation, abso- 
lutely none at all. 


That is of course sucker- 


bait, and the presidents knowit, 
but they have become so much 
accustomed to dissimulation, 
which they practice upon the 
alumni as if they had Ph. D.'s 
in the subject, that they can 
manage to keep straight faces 
while 
saying 
such 
crooked 


things. Sure, anti-Vietnam sen- 
timent had nothing to do with 
deciding to drop ROTC credits, 
and the New Hampshire primary 
had nothing to do with Lyndon 
Johnson's 
retirement. Sure, 


ROTC 
doesn't warrant 
aca- 


demic respectability, but El- 
dridge Cleaver does . . . . 


Here are a few points which 


the college presidents have not 
treated. One of them is, Why — 
if properly taught —shouldn't 
ROTC training earn credits? 
It is widely imagined that ROTC 
consists in marching up and 
down the quadrangle with rifles 
on one's shoulder. Sure, there 
is some of that. 
But much 


more is the classroom work. 
Now if the classroom work is 
unimaginative, 
and consists 


only in the rote-learn ing of drill 
manuals of one sort or another, 
then obviously academic credits 
are not in order. 


But if that is the case, one 


wonders why the administration 
and faculty voted to give credits 
to ROTC in the first instance? 
It is not widely known that ROTC 
appears on campus not because 
the Pentagon, at somo point in 
the past, dispatched a military 
expedition to the local college, 
posting 
non-negotiable 
de- 


mands. A contract is negoti- 
ated and signed, and these con- 
tracts have called for the grant- 
ing of academic credits. 
If 


university officials did not take 
the trouble to ascertain that the 


ROTC staff would devise a cur- 
riculum of academic conse- 
quences, then the dereliction is 
the university's. 


Or are they saying that there 


is no body of knowledge 
pre- 


sentable by an ROTC? That 
would be a strange position to 
take, particularly by those mili- 
tants who hug to their bosom 
the collected works of Mao 
Tso-twig and Che Guevara and 
the gang, on the tactics and 
psychology of guerilla warfare. 
If 
there is a body of know- 


ledge to revolution, 
surely 


there is a body of knowledge 
to counter-revolution? 
Why, 


if the subject is academically 
jejune, do we acknowledge the 
"science" of warfare? 
What 


of the related paramilitary sub- 
jects, concerning which some of 
the most interesting theorists 
of 
human 
behavior 
have 


addressed themselves, stress- 
ing 
diplomacy, 
public 
psy- 


chology, propaganda, and the 
rest? 
Is it idle to study military 


history? Or geopolitics? Or 
strategic geograpny? 
Or the 


relation between the psycho logy 
of a culture and the relevance 
of the weapon? 
Couldn't a 


highly instructive semester — 
at the very least —be devoted 
to an examination,for instance, 
of the intellectual relevance of 
the arguments and the tactics 
of the North Vietnamese during 
the current war? 
And then the other point. The 
movement now is not merely to 
deprive ROTC students of aca- 
demic credit, but to ban ROTC 
from the campus. Why? I mean, 
why does the majority of the 
student body, or of the faculty, 
undertake to dictate to an indi- 
vidual student what he can do in 
his spare time? If he desires 
to drill with a master sergeant, 
or to otherwise satisfy Re serve 


Officers 
Training require- 


ments, what business is it of 
the busybodies on campus, who 
prate about academic freedom — 
while designing a curriculum 
geared to their own neurotic 
lusts? 
The ROTC —here is 


an interesting and, so far as 
I know, heretofore unpublished 
datum — has, at this writing, 
received not one communication 
from one college in America 
announcing the abridgement, or 
rescission, of an outstanding 
contract. That means that stu- 
dents are entitled even to aca- 
demic credits, until that con- 
tract expires. What then? Is 
ROTC to set up shop, like 
Berlitz Schools, unrelated to the 
college in any formal way? 


What then, will the student 


and faculty do, in pursuit of 
their goal of unconditional vic- 
tory? 
Ask that any student 


who spends his afternoon at the 
local Berlitz-ROTC institution, 
be punished? Expelled? Pub- 
licly flogged? One weeps for the 
end of reason. 
Move To Protect

Fred Marler, R-Redding, 
to bring the lion under the 
shelter of the State Fish and 
Game Commission as a game 
animal. At present, the lion has 
no protection under the law.

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A Clear Necessity 


(From the San Francisco Chronicle) 
THE STATE SENATE has unanimously moved toward legi­ 
slation that would ban the sale and use of DDT and other dangerous 
pesticides in California, and thus aligns the State with other politi­ 
cal agencies around the world that have adopted or are consider­ 
ing prohibitory laws against their further use. 


In the seven years since Rachel Carson wrote her fiercely 
assaulted “ Silent Spring,*' evidence against the chemtcal killers of 
bacteria, insects, rodents and other pestiferous creatures has 
clearly indicated that pesticides can be and have been even more 
dangerous to man, himself, than her controversial book suggested. 


DDT, for example, has indisputably shown Itself beneficial 
to agriculture, and other widely used chemicals have contributed 
to the health and comfort of mankind, but they are proving to be 
double-edged weapons that injure man directly or do so by des­ 
troying his food supply and his fibers. 


SENATORS JOHN NEJEDLY and Lewis Sherman, who intro­ 
duced the pesticide bill at Sacramento, cited “ overwhelming evi­ 
dence*’ of DDT’s danger to fish, wildlife—and man. In particular, 
they spoke of a recent study showing that enough DDT has entered 
the ocean waters to threaten California's famous crab industry. 


Numerous deaths in California have been attributed to the mis­ 
use of pesticides, and thousands of cases of occupational dis­ 
ease, due to agricultural chem icals. Where DDT and its kindred 
chemicals do not strike directly, they do so insidiously through 
their concentration In plants, wildlife, the atmosphere and bodies 
of water, and thereby upset the ecology. A classic case concerns a 
Bolivian village where DDT was used in a malaria-control program 
to kill mosquitos; It also killed the village cats, permitting an In­ 
vasion of mouse-llke rodents that carried the black typhus virus, 
which infected the villagers and killed 300 before the natural 
chain was restored. 


SUBSTITUTE METHODS of biological control, involving mass 
sterilization of insect pests and the use of sex attractants com­ 
bined with Insect baits, are available or under development and 
can be highly effective especially when complemented by ju­ 
dicious use of non-persistent chem icals. Their wide use seems 
assured In the numerous states that have recognized the danger 
of the persistent and cumulative chemicals and moved against 
their further use. 


California, a major user of such chemicals, faces a clear 
necessity to consider the results of significant, available re­ 
search and what State controls should be imposed on their use.

THE ROTC GAME 
The very first thing toe p re­ 
sident of toe typical university 
does, 
upon 
announcing 
that 
henceforward ROTC students 
will receive no academic cred­ 
its, is to assure his audience 
that toe decision of toe faculty 
was reached without any thought 
to toe political situation, abso­ 
lutely none at all. 
That is of course sucker- 
bait, and toe presidents know It, 
but they have become so much 
accustomed to dissimulation, 
which they practice upon toe 
alum ni as if they had Ph. D.'s 
in the subject, that they can 
manage to keep straight faces 
while 
saying 
such 
crooked 
things. Sure, anti-Vietnam sen­ 
tim ent haul nothing to do with 
deciding to drop ROTC credits, 
and toe New Hampshire primary 
had nothing to do with Lyndon 
Johnson's 
retirem ent. 
Sure, 
ROTC 
doesn't 
warrant aca­ 
dem ic respectability, but El- 
dridge Cleaver does . . . . 
Here are a few points which 
the college presidents have not 
treated. One of them is, Why — 
if properly taught —shouldn't 
ROTC training earn credits? 
It is widely imagined that ROTC 
consists in marching up and 
down the quadrangle with rifles 
on one's shoulder. Sure, there 
is some of that. 
But much 
m ore is the classroom work. 
Now If toe classroom work is 
unimaginative, 
and 
consists 
only in toe rote-learning of drill 
m anuals of one sort or another, 
then obviously academic credits 
are not in order. 
But if that is toe case, one 
wonders why toe administration 
and faculty voted to give credits 
to ROTC in toe first instance?

highly Instructive sem ester — 
at the very least —be devoted 
to an examination,for instance, 
of the intellectual relevance of 
the arguments and toe tactics 
of toe North Vietnamese during 
the current war? 
And then toe other point. The 
movement now is not merely to 
deprive ROTC students of aca­ 
dem ic credit, but to ban ROTC 
from toe campus. Why? I mean, 
why does toe m ajority of toe 
student body, or of the faculty, 
undertake to dictate to an indi­ 
vidual student what he can do in 
his spare time? 
If he desires 
to drill with a m aster sergeant, 
o r to otherwise satisfy Reserve

require­ 
m ents, what business is it of 
the busybodies on campus, who 
prate about academic freedom — 
while designing a curriculum 
geared to their own neurotic 
lusts? 
The ROTC —here is 
an interesting and, so far as 
I know, heretofore unpublished 
datum — has, at this writing, 
received notone communication 
from one college in America 
announcing toe abridgement, or 
rescission, of an outstanding 
contract.

physicians 
for 
many 
years. We know the symptoms 
and understand that this dis­ 
order affects the 
pancreas, 
the 
lungs, 
and 
the 
sweat 
glands. 
This odd threesome produces 
symptoms that appear early 
in infancy and threaten the 
lives of children unless they 
are treated actively and con­ 
sistently. 
It is known by other names 
such as Mucoviscidosis and is 
considered to be an inherited 
disease 
with 
some 
genetic 
background, especially if both 
parents have the trait. Neither 
need have the disease 
Cystic fibrosis was almost a 
calamitous condition because 
of the marked malnutrition, 
lung infections, and suscepti­ 
bility 
to 
heat 
prostration 
Many children tragically suc­ 
cumbed, especially before the 
antibiotics were discovered and 
were used to treat the lung 
complication. 
Your personal despair is un­ 
derstandable. Let me assure 
you th at vast research proj­ 
ects 
continue all over the 
world in the hope that eventu­ 


ally this condition may be pre­ 
vented. At the present time 
such research is being sub­ 
sidized by governmental and 
public funds, and already is 
yielding knowledge that makes 
it possible to control this con­ 
dition and offer better chances 
for the survival of children 
stricken with this heart-break­ 
ing birth abnormality. We all 
are encouraged by every’ ad­ 
ditional 
contribution to the 
strange jigsaw puzzle of cys­ 
tic fibrosis.

Some 
believe that it is the change 
from one tem perature to an­ 
other that may be responsible 
These hives have responded 
rather readily to concentrated 
use of the anti-allergy, or an­ 
tihistamine drugs. Many peo­ 
ple forget th at these drugs 
cannot just be taken occasion­ 
ally.

RENTERS SIMPLY MUST ACCEPT'

SACRAMENTO 
(AP)— The 


millions of Califormans who 
rent their homes or apartments 
simply must accept increased 
taxes so the tax burden of their 
homeowning neighbors can be 
eased, Gov. Reagan declares. 
This may not be a oerfect ap- 
roach to tax reform, but right 
now it's "the best we can do," 
the governor told a statewide 
radio-television audience Sun- 
day afternoon. 


He summed up the key part 


of his tax revision plan this 
way; 


"One of the problems with 


any tax reform program is that

The actual time for 
the broadcast was donated by the 
stations as a public service. 
Reagan also admitted frankly 
that his program will mean a 
boost in income taxes for ev­ 
eryone, renter or homeowner 
alike, “ and they will be un­ 


happy. But, this is the best we 
can do, and again, we reiterate 
we are not getting any addition­ 
al money from the taxpayer. We 
are redistributing the money." 
What he meant is that while 
the over-all tax bill of some 
Californians will rise, the net 
effect of the plan is to average 
out the increases and reduct­ 
ions so that the state itself will 
not get any more revenues. 
He called it “ a redistribution 
of the burden from those who 
have been paying much more 
than they should to a broader 
base of taxpayers, including 
some who have not been paying 
their share." 
The governor made clear he 
Is primarily concerned about 
the owner of property. Raising 
his hand to face level, Reagan 
declared “ the people paying the 


bill, the individual property tax­ 
payers, have absolutely had It up 
to here. They have pretty much 
reached the end of their rope." 
Thus, he explained, the main 
goal of his plan is to cut taxes 
on property in half. Most of the 
money lost to government would 
be regained by a new, added 
tax of one per cent on the 
gross income of all taxpayers. 
Although the renters won’t get 


Telief this way, Reagan said, 
the administration seeks to give 
him some leverage to persuade 
his landlord to cut his rent. 
This would be done by requir­ 
ing landlords to notify their 
tenants how much the land­ 
lord’s property taxes have been 
cut — to “ encourage the land­ 
lord to share his property tax 
reduction 
with 
the t e n a n t 
through reduced rent."
